Since writing his despatch No.30 of 9th October 
he has been trying to find out the extent of Khaza'li 
intrigues in Khuzistan, The truth is hard to establish 
end the brothers are always anxious to blacken Chassib, 
and vice versa. 


The latter was unquestionably endeavouring to carry 
on separatist propoganda among the arabs of Khuzistan, but 
swears that he has dropped it completely since Sarell warned 
him. He has been several times denounced by his brothers 
since then but has been most ¥igorous in his protestations 
of innocence, In any case I am satisfied that he has not 
been to Khuzistan lately. 


I am not however satisfied with the behaviour of 
the Khaza'li brothers in general and they are undoubtedly . 
still intriguing in spite of warnings. Abdul Aziz recently 
slipped across the river at Seeba and according to Daubeny 
held a meeting of some dozen Sheikhs in one of the Khaza'li 
houses in Khorremshahr. Although I have not yet been able 
to find out exactly what passed it can only have been 
political in purpose. I do not think however that they 
have made any attempt to enlist the sympathies of the Iraqi 
Government on their side. This would hardly fit in with 
their own aims and objects. I doubt if the Iraqi Government 
for their part would use any member of the family except as 
a stool pigeon should there ever be any serious thought of 
enbavouring to annexe Khuzistan,. 


I will continue to collect any available information 
on this question and will write again should I hear anything 
definite and concrete.

Colonel Sargon was exercising a check on Basrawis by an 
arrangement with the passport authorities whereby he counter- 
sisned all exit visas granted by the Iraqis for the Persian 
frontier.

I have been approached by several shaikhs of the Bani 
Lam, Shaikh Abdul Hasan of the Al Hamad section at Tirsakh 
(half way between Mandali and sadra) on the North and shaikh 
Shabib of the Amara akon a aes it would be possible to 
arrange for them to resume ‘ehate old custom of grazing across 
the border into Persia during the late autumn and the winter 
on payment of a reasonable grazing fee; this pleasant custom, 
profitable for both sides, has ceased for some years owing to 
the centralizing policy of the late Shah and the desire of the 
amniya to seize all sheep that came across the border. 

You may remember that years ago the High Commission made 
an arrangement with the Wali of Pusht-i-Kuh whereby the Iraqi 
Government paid a sum (I think it was 750 liras but of course 

_ cannot be sure after all these years) yearly against which all 
Bani Lam /were allowed to graze on that side of the boundary 
without further fee. 

I only mention that as an example, but I think we might 
reasonably try to see if we camot get back to the common sense 
metiInds of the old days before super-nationalism upset every- 
thing; in this case simple permission for sheep to graze for a 
small fee. 

I suppose that the formal approach mst come eventually 
from the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, but perhaps the point 
might be put by you to Tehran, as the question of the tribal 
chiefs was. I think that we on our side ‘an do a lot in present 
circumstances to get rid of all these tiresome problems by giving 
advice in the right quarters and so preparing the ground.

Your telegram No. 68, 


M.F.A, has seen the Iranian Minister here with 
regard to the refugees and some days ago instructed his 
Charge d'Affaires at Tehran to approach the Iranian 
Government. The agrément of the latter to the appoint- 
ment of Daud Pasha al Haidari was received by the M.F.A. 
this morning and it is expected that the appointment 
will be announced tomorrow. I impressed upon the 
M.F.A. how important it was that the new Minister should 
proceed to Tehran at once and he pramised that there 
would be no undue delay, I also spoke to him,not for 
the first time, about the necessity of improving 
relations between Iran and Iraq. He is well disposed 
towards Iran and promised to send a cordial letter from 
the Iraq Government with Daud Pasha. It appears that 
it is not the normal practice for a new M.F.A. to send 
messages of greeting to other signatories of the 
Saadabad Pact. I pointed out that after recent 
events it seemed very desirable to do so. The M.F.A. 
agreed but said he thought he should consult his 
colleagues before coming to a decision.
